Upper Machinery Blown to Atoms. 
The day shift of men descended the 


shafts in the cages at 5- o'clock. 
An 


hour afterwards 
a 
deafeening report 


brought the inhabitants in the vicinity 
of the mine running to the pit head, 
where they found the ventilating ancl 
hoisting machinery at the top of the 
shafts had been blown to atoms by an 
explosion of great violence. A man" who 
had been working sixty feet away had 
been decapitated by the force of the 
blast. Rescue parties of miners belong- 
ing to the' night shift were soon on the 
scene making preparations to enter the 
mine in an endeavor to save their com- 
rades. The firey reputation of the'mine, 
however, gave, little hope that any of 
those /below could be rescued alive. 


Find New Entrance, 


An entrance v/as found by way of an 


adjacent shaft. On desceending. the res- 
cuing parties came across several groups 
of men huddled, together in portions of 
the mine where the. air was still good. 
By noon . they: h'a'd .picked. up 
and 


brought- to .the surface altogether 500. 


The same pit was the scene of 'an ex- 


plosion thirteen years ago, when. 120 
miners lost their lives. 
Only • one • of 


those below at that time was rescued 
alive. 


The rescued miners, the members of 


the life-saving gangs and the officials of 
the mine declared, this afternoon that 
they could hold out no hope for those 
of the minors still 
below, 
The men 


brought to the surface were found on 


I the east side of.the mine where the ven< 
tilation remained fairly good. 


Fire Adds to Terrors. 


On. the west side, where the explosion 


occurred, lire soon added its terrors and 
the rescue parties were unable to make 
any progress, The officials of the mine 
found it necessary to call a detachment 
of police to keep back the women and 
children who crowded around the .en- 


i trances In the hopes of obtaining some 
. news of their relatives. 
Host of the 


i rescued men presented a pitiable appear- 
1 ance. 
Nearly all were Buffering from 


burns, shocks and effects of poisonous 
gases. 


_AH the men in the east side of tha 


mine reached the surface by i o'clock, 
but 482 were still iu the workings in tie 
west side which were on 
fire,

Col. Beareon, chief inspector of mines, 


lu giving this information to'the press 
late this afternoon, added i "The fire is 
in the intake airway and everything is 
being doen to cope with it. We are ton- 
ing to the last."

Passengers. 


London, Oct. 14.—"The crew of the 


Volturno, most of whom were Dutch, be- 
haved in a cowardly manner and were 
brutal to the passengers," is the verdict 
of most of the thirty survivors of the 
Volturno, who arrived at Gravescnd on 
board the Minneapolis this evening. AH 
tho survivors are men, Russians, Hun- 
garians and Poles. 
They are to pro- 


ceed to their destination oa board the 
Olympic tomorrow. 


The Volturno was still afloat on the 


afternoon of Sunday in latitude 47.37 
north, longtitude 33.45 west. 
There is 


apparently a possibility of the hulk yet 
reaching land. "The Carmania was in 
her vicinity at a quarter past 2 on Oc- 
tober 12," says Captain Rostron in a 
wireless dispatch to the %'nnard' com- 
pany. 
"The derelict was then going 


southeast, making about a knot an hour. 
Her hull appeared to be in good condi- 
tion and likely to float'indefinitely. A 
careful search was made by us for the 
missing boats. The Lorraine six hours 
later continued the search but did not 
see any boats.

Other Rescue Steamers. 


Havre, France, Oct. 14.—LaTouraine, 


of the French line, second of the rescue 
ships which figured in the Volturno dis- 
aster to reach port arrived at Havre 
this morning. LaTouraine had 42 sur- 
vivors of the disaster on board. 


On tho forward deck of the LaTouraine 


when she arrived at the quay was a 
group of eight' children from three to 
twelve years old who had been rescued 
from the Volturno and whose parents 
either hnd perished or were aboard other 
rescuing steamers. 
The children had 


been made much of since they were 
brought on board the LaTouraine from 
the burning VoHurno. 


Two other children with their mothers 


and 27 sturdy Polish peasants, with 
three of the crew of the Volturno made 
up 
the total of 42 rescued by La- 


Touraine. 


Some of the rescued passengers wore 


their sheepskin costs while others had 
been provided with clothing from the 
passengers of LaTouraine. 
The 
stir- 


vivors had been well cared for by the 
officers of LaTouraine and had been sup- 
plied with small sums of money by the 
passengers. All the rescued passengers 
were sent on to Amsterdam. 


Tells of Rescue Work. 


First Lieutenant Izenic, of the La- 


Touraine told of the work of rescue.

was half past eight on Thursday morn- 
ing he said, "when we received the first 
wireless message that the Volturno was 
burning. 
At that time we were 200 


miles away.

Many Volturno Survivors Show Marks 


of Violence. 


Paris,_0ct. 14.—Jlany of the survivors 


of the .Volturno showed signs of violence, 
according to passengers 
of the La- 


Touraine, arriving in Paris today.' One 
woman bore scratches and bruises all 
over her body, which she received during 
the struggle to get places in the boats. 
A child arrived on -board the LaTouraine 
completely naked. Most of the survivors 
had little clothing and what they had 
was torn. 


One of'the most striking facts, accord- 


ing to the passengers of the LaTouraine, 
was the arrival of children from the 
Volturno apparently not belonging to 
•any one and seeming to have been com- 
pletely left to take care of themselves 
by their parents.

The schema of settling the Califor- 


nia land controversy with Japan 
by 


moans of a now treaty ia doubtless well 
meant, and it is to he' hoped that it will 
prove successful. 
But there arc some 


pretty obvious grounds for doubting its 
entire efficiency, unices om- of the parties 
changes its attiuidc toward the matter. 


Tho present Ipsue ifi twofold. It com- 


prises, first, tlifi question whether the 
land law of California violates tho ex- 
isting treaty between Japan nnd 
tho 


United States, and, second, the question 
whether—if the former b« answered 11 
tho affirmative—the matter is one on 
which the federal treaty has precedence 
ovrr state law. Both of these questions 
would soem to be properly determinate 
by judicial process. 
Certainly tho lat- 


ter of them ia onn which could scarcely 
be submitted to any foreigu authority 
for answer. 


There is a prospect, then: that the now 


treaty will bp subject to similar dispute. 
If it should—though vn havo no idea 
that it will—explicitly iiflirm the right 
of aliens to acquire, hold and dispose of 
real estate in any state of this I'nioii, it 
would surely bp challenged by every 
state In which laws to tho contrary ex- 
ist, and that challenge would have to be 
tried in our own courts.

"The Pennsylvania Railroad company 


recognizes no higher obligation than its 
duty to its employes in securing to each 
the fullest possible protection against 
the risks, and dangers of employment.

proper way to secure their enforcement; 
by the avoidance of unnecessary risks, 
through carelessness and taking chances, 
and in developing a habit of caution in 
tho performance of duty.

Finding Effect of Heat on Buildings. 
An engineer has invented a delicate 


little instrument for studying defects 
of big buildings and steel bridges. Bor- 
ing two tiny holes in any steel girder 
of a bridge or building, he puts tha 
.points of Bis Instrument in the holes, 
and then, by sliding the tubes, meas- 
ures the space between the holes, 
When the weather changes, he meas- 
ures the space between the holea 
again. If it has increased or dimin- 
ished by one ten-thousandth of an ' 
inch, his instrument detects It It : 
shows tho minute strains and move- i 
monts of a few inches of the steel- j 
work, and from this knowledge it Is 
easy to calculate the total movements 
ia the structure under the influence of 
wind and sun and frost, and other 
forces. A slight expansion or short- 
ening tells that the structure has a 
good constitution. A considerable dif- 
ference in the space between the two 
holes indicates that something ia 
wrong.

Glass, of the house committee on bank- 
ing and currency, replying today to op- 
ponents of the administration's currency 
mensure, charged their opposition to the 
fact that the passage of the bill meant 
an immediate loss of profits to manj- 
bankers, although in the long run the 
change would benefit bankers as well aa 
the public. 


"The real opposition to this bill," he 


aaid, in a speech before the National 
currency conference of the New York 
Academy of Political Science, "is not as 
to government control, upon which we 
shall never yield. It is not as to com- 
pulsory membershiD, which is provided 
in another way in the Aldrich scheme— 
a scheme that was unanimously endorsed 
by the American Bankers' association. 
It is not in the required capital sub- 
scription nor the five ner cent, divi- 
dend. It is none of these. 


"It is in that moat vital requirement 


of the bill that in the future funds ou 
deposit in other national banks cannot 
be counted as legal reserve. This means 
an immediate loss of profits to -many 
bankers — I say immediate, for in the 
long run the change will benefit bankers 
as well as the public— and it is the pros 
pect of that loss that explains most of 
the organized opposition to the fell. 


"The fight is to drive -us from our 


firm resolution to break down the arti- 
ficial connection between the banking 


should represent »ie public as a whole. 
There is only one way of securing a 
hoard of this kind, namely, to have it 
appointed by the president of the United 
States, who alone is the elected repre- 
sentative of the entire nation. 
That 


is the way we select the secretary of 
the treasury and the comptroller of the 
currency, in whom has been vested for 
half a century by the national banking 
act nearly every power conferred by 
this bill upon tho federal reserve hoard. 


"Although the members of tho federal 


reserve board will all bo appointed.by 
the president of tho United States, the 
board will not be a political board in 
any narrow sense of that term. It ts 
my earnest conviction, based upon long 
and serious reflection, that no man can 
conceive—us none has yet pointed out— 
how any part of this system can be per- 
verted to political uses. In my judg- 
ment, if tho United States has ever had 
a president ingenious enough to do this 
evil thing, it has never had one des- 
perate enough and nevor will have one 
shameless enough to thus betray the 
confidence of the nation. 


"I happened to be present when an 


eminent banker suggested such a possi- 
bility to tho present occupant of the ex- 
ecutive chair and heard 
this 
banker 


promptly chnllonged to show how it 
might be done. I shall not soon forget 
the emphasis with which the president 
of tho. United States declared that no 
man would ever bo found who would be 
willing to imperil his reputation or tar- 
nish his fame by so flagrant t prostitu- 
tion of his high office. 


"Critics allege that it is unjust and 


confiacatory to compel national banks to 
invest part of their capital in a federal 
reserve bank, on penalty of forfeiture 
of their national characters if they fail 
to do so. 


"\ ask you in all fairneis, is it unreas- 


onable for the government to say to the 
national banks: Gentlemen, if you wish 
to retain the name of national, and to 
enjoy the privileges which are conferred 


free to give up your federal charter and 
to accept'the privileges and assume tho 
obligations which state charters involve. 
You may have a year to decide, but if 
you are to remain permanently in the 
national system, you must expect to 
play the game according to the national 
rules."

The monetary commission, with 
more discretion than courage, absolute- 
ly evaded the problem; but the banking 
and currency committee of the house has 
gone to the very root of this gigantic 
evil, and in this bill proposes to cut the 
cancer out. This we propose to do cau- 
tiously, graduating

to 


prevalent conditions and extending

over a period of thirty-six months. 


"Out of abundant precaution we have 


actually allowed longer time than the 
best practical bankers of the country 
said was needed. But the plaint of these 
critics is not as to the time but as to 
the fact. They do not want existing ar- 
rangements disturbed; they are willing 
to perpetuate a defective, unscientific 
system sanctioned by law but condemned 
by experience and bitterly offensive to 
the American people — a system which 
everybody knows encourages and pro- 
motes the worst description of stock 
gambling." 


To those who hoped for delay, Mr. 


Glass would say they pursued a false 
hope; the most vigorous opposition to 
the bill had come from those who wantf d 
a more radical measure. And if legisla- 
tion were postponed till the American 
people were goaded by another panic tho 
currency legislation which would then 
be enacted would bo far more radifnl 
than the mranure now pending before 
congress. 


As to the charges that th<! bill con- 


ferred autocratic power? upon the fed- 
eral reserve board, nn alleged political 
board, and that cotnpalJory member- 
ship wan unjust.

RECALLS OLD TRAGEDY 


NAME PLATE OF RIVER STEAMER 


LOST IN 1859 FOUND. 


Intensttlng Rello Now In the Po**e» 


•Ion of the Sole Survivor of tho 


Crew of MiMouri River Freight- 


er of th» Long Ago. 


A thrilling story of life on the-Mis- 


souri river when Omaha was a young 
oity and a river of much significance 
was retold the other day by Capt. 
Roger J. Teters, first mate of the 
river steamship Stephen 
A, 
Bell, 


which caught on fire and was turned 
on a sand bar just across from Omaha 
in the summer of 1869. 
The name 


plate ot the boat, a valuable relie of 
silver, was found by workmen grad- 
ing up a boulevard on the low land 
just east of Omaha, in Council Bluffs. 
Captain Teters caaie from his home 
at Marshall, Mo., to get the relic. 


"I was a young man then," said the 


captain, "but I had lived on the river 
all my life. I was born at Miami, 
Mo., on the banks of the river. That 
was my first trip up the river. "We 
cam* from St. Louis with a boatload 
of knock-down houses for Sioux City. 
They were houses built at the yards 
and' put together on 
the 
frontier 


much like a puzzle. 


"We got as far as Omaha without 


trouble, making a fast trip of it. We 
stopped several hours there. Omaha 
was a lively, growing city then. Our 
captain, a man named Sullivan, met 
a friend of his in charge of another 
host, and we decided to race to Sioux 
City, a trip of a little more than a 
day for us. W« bad just started when 
there was a muffled explosion in the 
engine room and the crew rushed out 
with a cry of 'Fire'.' 


"We beached the boat on the bar 


across the river and a little above 
Omaha. By that time the boat was 
mass of flames and we had to escape 
the best we could. The boiler explod- 
ed and killed two of the heavers 
The explosion had been caused by too 
hot fires, prepared to get up steam 
for the race. Before we caught a 
down-river boat the captain disap- 
peared and we never heard what be- 
came of him. He was to blame for 
the loss, as freight boats were never 
to be raced, that amusement beinj 
left to the passenger crafU. 
The 


boat was beached in seven feet of wa 
ter and we never recovered a thing.1 


Teters, who later became a cap- 


tain and wag for years on the river 
Is the only living survivor of 
the 


wreck, be said. When he heard of the 
charred remains of a boat being foun< 
by the graders he immediately came 
to Omaha to obtain the name pl&te 
If possible. The plate was found, the 
•workmen gating at it with interes 
for a few minntes and then throwing 
It asid« as a worthless pleca of mste< 
metal. Captain Teters, who is now 
retired, took the plate back home with 
biro.—Omaha Correspondence New 
York San.
